The best guess by outsiders 
knowliKlgeable in pension and invest­ 
ment matters, puts it at $1.4 billion.

SARITA, Texas - The man 
outside the general store had 
the l(H)k of Randolph Scott about 
him, Levis, cotton shirt with 
snaps on the pockets, spurs 
spinning from the backs of his 
boots. He was tall as a barn, 
lean as a prairie snake, and 
Ixivved at the kniH's. 
“ This your store?” I asked.

Man 
in his fifties. An old cowboy 
smoking a self-rolled cigarette. 
It was on toward dusk in the 
m iddle of nowhere, 
Kenedy 
County on the Texas (lulf, and I 
had stopped to l(M»k around, not 
that there was anything to see. 
There are 600 people in 1400 
square miles of Kenwly County. 
There is one town, one public 
road, one stop light, a gas sta­ 
tion and a million m esquite 
trees. 
■‘‘Not 
m any towns around 
here,” I observed. 
"O ne’s t(X) many for m e,” the 
cowboy said. 
He scuffed the dirt. A man of 
few words but many opihions. 
And 
during 
two 
hours 
of 
somewhat difficult conversa­ 
tion, he drew a decidedly bleak 
picture of not only the popula­ 
tion problem but the general 
state of the Union: government 
is not to be trusttKi, welfare is a 
ripoff, politicians are shifty, 
people have become soft. There 
was no malice in his thoughts, 
but there was more than a touch 
of acrimony. 
E ast’s sentiment is, of course, 
widely observed in the nation 
today. The electorate is in a foul 
mixid. And nowhere is the dis­ 
contentm ent g reater than here 
in the Sun Belt, or southern rim 
of America. In recent years the 
region has become alm ost a 
sanctuary for people fleeing the 
heavy problem s of the urban 
East and stagnating Midwest.

The Kenedy ranch here is one 
of the largest in the country, 
perhaps .300,000 acres of lop 
grade cattle, oil, gas and finan­ 
cial security. 
The fabled King ranch is also 
in Kenedy, as well as m any 
other counties. 
Founded 
by 
('apt. R ichard King a fter the 
Civ il War — he had bt'en told by 
Rolx’rt E. U*e to “ buy land and 
never sell” — it is now the lar­ 
gest corporation ranch in the 
world. There are alm ost 900,(M)0 
King acres in Texas, cobwebbed 
by 2,(KK) m iles of fences. As for 
the world-wide holdings, they 
exceed in area the states of 
Maryland and Hawaii. .

h ere,” E ast grum bles, 
now 
leaning against a car and hold­ 
ing his chin on a fist. He m en­ 
tions Duval County to the south, 
where a political boss nam ed 
(ieorge P a rr (‘‘The Duke of 
Duval” ) is still susi»ected of 
giving Lyndon .Johnson a still- 
questioned start in public life, 
•lohnson won his first .seat in

REVIEW OF REGULATIONS 


Display Flag July 4 
According To Rules 


On IMs year's Fourth of July. Americans 


all over the country will be staging «aki 
celebrations at our nation's J0»th birthday 
and the nag of the United Stales mil be 
flown under many different circumstances. 


It is. therefore, a good time for Americans 


to review the rules and regulations concern- 
ing the proper display of the flag, which is 
celebrating its'llMh birthday this yt*r. 


Patriotic citizens should remember the 


following when displaying their flags over 
the Fourth of July and at all other limes,as 
well: 


1. When the flag is displayed over the 


middle of the street. It should be suspended 
vertically with the union to the north in an 
east and west street or to the east in a north 
and south street. 


2. The flag of the United States, when it is 


displayed with'another flag against a wall 
from crossed staffs, should be on the right. 
.the flag's own right, and its staff should be 
in front of the staff of the other flag. 


3. The flag, when flown at halt staff, should 


be First hoisted to the peak for an instant and 
then lowered to the half-staff position. The 
flag should be again raised to UK peak 
before it is lowered for the day. By "half 
staff" is meant lowering the flag to one-half 
the distance between UK top and bottom of 
the staff. Grepe streamers may be affixed to 
spear heads or flagstaffs in a parade only by 
order of the President of the United States. 


5. When the flag is suspended over a 


sidewalk from a rope extending from a house 
to a pole at the edge of UK sidewalk, the flag 
should be hoisted out, union first, from the 
building. 


6. When the flag of the United States is 


displayed from a staff projecting horizon- 


tally or at an angle from Ike window sill.

On this year’s Fourth of July, Am ericans 
all over the country will be staging gala 
celebrations of our nation’s 200th birthday 
and the flag of the United States will be 
flown under many different circum stances. 


It is. therefore, a good tim e for Americans 
to review the rules and regulations concern­ 
ing the proper display of the flag, which is 
celebrating its 199th birthday this year. 


Patriotic citizens should rem em ber the 
following when displaying their flags over 
the Fourth of July and at all other tim es as 
well: 


1 
When the flag is displayed over the 
middle of the street, it should be suspended 
vertically with the union to the north in an 
east and west street or to the east in a north 
and south street. 


2. The flag of the United States, when it is 
displayed with another flag against a wall 
from crossed staffs, should be on the right, 
the flag’s own right, and its staff should be 
in front of the staff of the other flag. 


3. The flag, when flown at half staff, should 
bo, first hoisted to the peak for an instant and 
then lowered to the half-staff position. The 
flag should be again raised to the peak 
before it is lowered for the day. By "half 
staff” is meant lowering the flag to one-half 
the distance between the top and bottom of 
the staff. Grepe stream ers may be affixed to 
spear heads or flagstaffs in a parade only by 
order of the President of the United States. 


5. When the flag is suspended over a 
sidewalk from a rope extending from a house 
to a pole at the edge of the sidewalk, the flag 
should be hoisted out, union first, from the 
building. 


6. WTien the flag of the United States is 
displayed from a staff projecting horizon­ 


tally or at an angle from the window sill, 
balcony, or front of a building, the union of 
the flag should be placed at the peak of the 
staff unless the flag is at half staff. 


7. When the flag is used to cover a casket, 
it should be so placed that the union is at the 
head and over the left shoulder. The flag 
should not be lowered into the grave or 
allowed to touch the ground. 


8. When the Hag is displayed in a manner 
other than by being flown from a staff, it 
should be displayed flat, whether indoors or 
out. When displayed either horizontally or 
vertically against a wall, the union should be 
uppermost and to the flag’s own right, that 
is, to the observer’s left. When displaying in 
a window it should be displayed in the same 
way, that is. with the union or blue field to 
the left of the observer in the street. When 
festoons, rosettes or drapings are desired, 
bunting of blue, white and red should be 
used, but never the flag. 


9. The flag, when carried in a procession 
with another flag or flags, should be either 
on the marching right; that is, the flag’s own 
right, or, if there is a line of other flags, in 
front of the center of that line. 


10. The flag should be at the center and at 
the highest point of the group when a 
number of flags of states or localities or 
pennants of societies are grouped and 
displayed from staffs. 


11. When flags of two or more nations are 
displayed, they are to be flown from separate 
staffs of the same height. The flags should be 
of approximately equal size. International 
usage forbids the display of the flag of one 
nation above that of another nation in time of 
peace.

DETROIT (AP) - Detroit, 
plagued by the highest crime 
rate among the nation’s largest 
cities. Had nearly 1.000 less 
police officers today after al­

Police Wednesday afternoon 
marked the final shift before 
the layoffs took effect with a 
massive blue flu protest. Police 
Chief Phillip 
Tannian 
said 
about 357 of the 750 officers on 
the shift called in sick. 


Police officials said em er­ 
gency serv ices would not be af­ 
fected 
by the layoffs. 
But 
ranking officers warned then' 
would be fewer marked police 
cars on patrol, longer delays on 
non-emergency calls and slower 
work action on some felony 
investigations. 


"People can expect a police 
response if something happens, 
but sometimes it may take 
longer.” said precinct Cmdr. 
Clifton Casey. "W e're not cut­ 
ting fat. we re cutting the bone 
now.” 


The 972 officers being laid off 
turned in their badges, guns, 
identification cards and hand­ 
cuffs Wednesday. Under a court 
ruling Wednesday. 224 of the 
officers will be rehired with 
federal funds on July I"). Prior 
to the layoffs, the police force 
stood at 5.2(H).

Oil Price Controls End; 
Will Public Gain. Lose?

WASHINGTON 
(AP) 
- 
Congressional opponents say 
the end of five years of oil price 
controls today could add $128 to 
the annual cost of heating a 
home with the fuel, but the 
government says it might result 
in lower costs for consumers. 


The restraints ended at mid­ 
night 
after the House and 
Senate Wednesday failed to 
block an administration plan to 
decontrol the price of heating 
oil and diesel fuel. A veto by 
either chamber would have 
been sufficient. 


The House failed to halt the 
Federal Energy Administration 
proposal on a 208 to 194 vote. 
The Senate effort fell short 52 to 
32. 


Congressional opponents of 
decontrol. including Rep. John 


Dingell, D-Mich., said the ac­ 
tion means the cost of home fuel 
oil could rise as much as eight 
cents a gallon. Dingell said 
each cent-per-gallon increase 
translates into $16 a year on the 
average fuel bill. 


Supporters of the administra­ 
tion 
plan, 
including 
Rep. 
Clarence J. Brown. R-Ohio, said 
decontrol is likely to bring 
prices down. Brown said the 
system of price and allocation 
controls kept distributors from 
buying supplies at the lowest 
possible competitive prices. 


That

Frank 
Zarb when 
he 
proposed decontrol in nud- 
June. The FEA said Zarb did 
not expect price increases to 
result and that costs might even 
ro down. 


Judge Elections Blasted 


DETROIT (AP) — Charging that the state’s practice of electing 
judges is "insidious and invites judicial blackmail,” the president 
of the State Bar of Michigan has called for changes in the state 
constitution to require gubernatorial appointment of all judges. 
George E. Bushnell Jr., head of the 15,000-member organization 
that includes all lawyers in the state, also called Wednesday for 
legislation to increase and standardize judicial salaries. He 
warned that without such reforms, the state will lose ‘’the 
competent, dedicated men and women it needs to maintain the 
quality of justice.” Bushnell said a concensus of bar members 
favor an "appointive merit system" with the governor appointing 
judges either from a list of persons recommended by the state 
Bar. or one approved by a joint panel of Bar members and laymen. 


Handicap Bill In Senate 


LANSING, Mich. (AP) — Physically handicapped people would 
have weapons against discrimination in employment, housing, 
public accommodations and education under a bill in the Senate: 
The House Wednesday approved the measure, sponsored by Sen. 
John Otterbacher. D-Grand Rapids, 92-1. It passed the Senate once 
but returns there for concurrence in minor House amendments. 
Current law protects the handicapped against discrimination only 
in the area of housing, legislative analysts said. The legislation, 
which supporters say is the first comprehensive protection for the 
handicapped, requires the Civil Rights Commission, upon request, 
to investigate complaints of alleged discrimination. 


Controls were first imposed 
as part of former President 
Richard M. Nixon’s wage-price 
control program in August 1971. 
Although controls on the rest of

bargo of 1973-1974 created shor­ 
tages in the United States. 


Prices and allocations in­ 
volved in the controls have 
varied among regions of the 
country according to demand, 
distributing costs and other 
factors. 


The FEA has said that pe­ 
troleum imports to the United 
States are now adequate and 
that continued controls did 
more harm to oil prices than 
good because retailers and 
wholesalers were locked into 
buying from past suppliers ins­ 
tead of being allowed to shop 
around for the best price. 


The action did not lift controls 
on the price of gasoline, but 
Sen. Henry M. Jackson, D- 
Wash., said that was the next 
step to be proposed by the FEA. 


Sen. Hubert H. Humphrey, 
D-Wis., noting predictions that 
heating oil prices would rise 
eight cents per gallon, said that 
“ is like armed robbery in my 
state.”

Crime Victim Aid 
Bill Headed For 
Milliken s Desk 


LANSING. Mich. (AP) — Crime v ictim s in Michigan could apply 
tor lim ited state aid to recover medical expenses or lost wages 
under legislation headed for the governor With little debate and on 
a 254 vote Wednesday, the Senate approved a bill which would help 
crim e victim s who are injured or unable to work because of a 
violent crim e. The bill passed the Senate earlier and had been 
changed slightly by the House 


The m easure, which would 
take effect Oct 1. 1977. would 
not replace poods or money lost 
in burglaries or muggings. But 
it would partially m ake up 
losses incurred through medical 
expenses or the inability to work 
because of injuries. V ictim s' 
relatives 
who 
face 
serious 
financial difficulty because of 
crim e also would be eligible for 
benefits. 


(iov. W illiam M illiken has 
voiced support for the bill, 
although it is expected to cost 
the state between SI million and 
S2 million a year. Some critics 
said its expense cannot be 
predicted, and opposition to the 
bill cam e m ainly from those 
who argued the state cannot af­ 
ford it. 


But its sponsor. Sen. Patrick 
McCollough. D-Dearborn. has 
argued it was the state's duty to 
provide the aid. “ Government is 
responsible 
for 
preventing 
crim e and should be held re s­ 
ponsible when it fails,” he said 
when the bill first passed the 
Senate. 


The bill establishes a com ­ 


pensation board to consider and 
investigate claim s and to grant 
awards. It defines who is eligi­ 
ble for an award: generally a 
crim e victim, surviving relative 
or a person who is dependent on 
the victim for support. 


A person would have to suffer 
actual physical injury — rapes 
would qualify — and face finan­ 
cial problems to qualify for an 
award. And the victim would 
have to suffer the loss of at least 
$100 in medical expenses or the 
loss of two weeks earnings. 


The victim would have to 
report the crim e within 48 hours 
and file for the award within 90 
days. Awards would be limited 
to the cost of medical expenses 
or loss of earnings, but could not 
exceed $100 a week or $15,000 
per crim e 


The House failed in its a t­ 
tempt* to include beaten wives 
and other victim s of crim es 
com m itted by those they live 
with. But it succeeded in adding 
language authorizing courts to 
make crim in als 
pay aw ard 
money back to the state.

Canoe Bill Stumbles 


LANSING, Mich. (AP) — The state Senate has dealt a serious 
setback to a bill designed to restrict canoeing on some of 
Michigan's overcrowded northern rivers. On a vote of 12-8, the 
Senate decided to send the bill back to the Conservation Commit­ 
tee. The committee approved the bill earlier, but in a much 
weaker form which did little to reduce canoeing on such popular 
rivers as the Pme, Pere Marquette. Manistee and Au Sable. The 
referral back to committee was seen as a key victory for opponents 
of attempts to restrict canoeing. Those lawmakers pressed for 
regulation of the sport by the Department of Natural Resources, 
but without provisions to actually reduce canoeing. As the bill 
passed the House, and won approval in the Conservation Com­ 
mittee. it would have permitted all existing canoe liveries to stay 
in business but they could not have increased the number of 
canoes they now rent. And, the DNR could have turned down new 
licenses on specially regulated rivers.

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Tall Ships Put To Sea 
For Voyage To New York

NEWPORT, R.I. (AP) - An 
international fleet of some 135 
sailing ships puts to sea past 
lhe colonial forts of Newport 
Harbor today, bound for a 
parade 
of 
sails 
past 
the 
skyscrapers of New York to 
mark the nation’s 200th Fourth 
of July. 


Heading the fleet 
is the 
American bark Eagle, a stately 
295-foot ship used to train Coast 
Guard cadets. The Soviet Union 
has two huge square-riggers in 
the procession. In all. some 30 
countries are represented. 


Once in New York, these 
ships and several dozen more 
will be reviewed by a modern 


fleet of 57 naval vessels, and 
Capt. James L. Fleishell. cap­ 
tain of the port of New York, 
said Wednesday 
that 
some 
20.000 spectator boats are ex­ 
pected to watch. 


“We’ve never had an opera­ 
tion this large, and we’re not 
sure what’s going to happen,” 
Eugene Kenyon, chief of tall 
ships operations here, told a 
briefing of captains Wednesday. 
He suggested vessels stay 000 
yards apart, and he added: “ I 
think you might be more com- 
fortable at 1.000 yards.” 


The Eagle is the largest of 
four American square-riggers 
in the fleet, which includes 17 
classic windjammers taking an 
ocean route around Long Island

because their masts are too tall 
to pass under the Brooklyn 
Bridge. 
The 
Eagle’s, 
for 
example, tower some 150 feet 
above sea level. 


Like the Eagle, most of the 
tall ships — the phrase is from 
a poem by John Masefield 
lauding the seagoing life — 
have crews of several hundred 
and are used to train naval or 
merchant marine cadets. 


Also like the Eagle, two 
square riggers — Portugal’s 
Sagres 
and 
Russia’s 
Tovarishch, were built by Ger­ 
many in the 1930s to train its 
navy. The United States, which 
acquired its bark in 1946 as a 
war prize, promptly changed 
the name from Horst Wessel, 
who was an early Nazi hero. 
Even today, one Coast Guard 
pamphlet somewhat delicately 
refers to the Eagle’s first 
namesake as ‘‘an early leader 
of a German political party.” 
The bulk of the ships are 
traveling down Long Island 
Sound, many of them stopping 
at shoreside communities along 
the way.

PASADENA, Calif. (AP) - 


Scientists eagerly availed a new- 
batch of Mars photos — and 
hoped what they sec is nothing 
— before making a decision 
today on a landing site for the 
Viking 1 unmanned laboratory. 


"Plenty of nothing" is what 


project manager Jim Martin 
said he'd like to see in the 
newest photos of previously 
unexamined terrain: 


Nothing, that is, that would 


endanger a landing. The region 
under study is not far from the 
place where Viking had been 
scheduled to land July 4, until 
rouf h and knobby terrain was 
discovered. 


The newest photos were to be 


put alongside others already 
received to give a complete pic- 
ture of the so-called Northwest 
site. On the basis of these, 
project officials were to decide 
today whether to shift 
the 


Viking's orbit slightly for a 
closer- look at the Northwest 
site, and probably land there, or 
whether to start heading for an 
alternative site, called Tritonis 
Lacus, halfway around the 
planet. 


Today's decision would not be 


a definite commitment, said 
Martin, but would be a "plan" 
toward a particular site. 


It appeared that the North- 


west site was the most likely to 
be chosen. A landing there 
would come on July 22 at the 
earliest. 


"If the pictures continue to 


show more area like this. I think 
we've got ourselves a safe — but 
dull — landing site," said one 
scientist. 


He meant dull in the sense 


th,at Northwest territory ap- 
pears flat, nearly featureless 
except for several scattered 
craters. Scientists believe it 
once was a shallow basin, 
perhaps holding water millions 
or billions of years ago. It is now 
a dry flatland, probably covered 
with fine Martian sand that is 
shifted from time to time by the 
high winds of the planet. 


If the Viking lander is direct- 


ed to any site except the original 
one, its computer must be fed 
with new commands, and Mar- 
tin said that process would take 
about two weeks. 


The lander carries a number 


of experiments, including an 
arm that will scoop up a clawful 
of Martian soil and study it for 
signs of life. Even if com- 
munications with earth were 
'lost, it would continue to carry 
out its tasks under commands of 
the computer. 


With the help of a signal from 


the spacecraft, the National Air 


Space Museum in Washington 
was to be dedicated today. 


The signal, which will take 18 


minutes to travel from the 
spacecraft 200 million miles 
from earth, will activate a 
mechanical arm like the one 
aboard Viking for the ribbon 
cutting. 


The museum, with 10 acres of 


exhibit 
space, 
contains 


imaginative displays and crafts 
tracing the history of flight. It is 
expected to become one of the 
most popular tourist sites in 
Washington.

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Mars Photo Hope: 
‘Plenty Of Nothing’

PASADENA, Calif. (AP) - 
Scientists eagerly awaited a new 
batch of Mars photos — and 
hoped what they see is nothing 
— before making a decision 
today on a landing site for the 
Viking 1 unmanned laboratory. 


“ Plenty of nothing’’ is what 
project manager Jim Martin 
said he’d like to see in the 
newest photos of previously 
unexamined terrain. 


Nothing, that is, that would 
endanger a landing. The region 
under study is not lar from the 
place where Viking had been 
scheduled to land July 4, until 
rough and knobby terrain was 
discovered. 


The newest photos were to be 
put alongside others already 
received to give a complete pic­ 
ture of the so-called Northwest 
site. On the basis of these, 
project officials were to decide 
today whether to shift the 
Viking’s orbit slightly for a 
closer look at the Northwest 
site, and probably land there, or 
whether to start heading for an 
alternative site, called Tritonis 
Lacus, halfway around 
the 
planet. 


Today’s decision would not be 
a definite commitment, said 
Martin, but would be a “ plan” 
toward a particular site. 


It appeared that the North­ 
west site was the most likely to 
be chosen. A landing there 
would come on July 22 at the 
earliest. 


“ If the pictures continue to 
show more area like this, I think 
we’ve got ourselves a safe — but 
dull — landing site,’’ said one 
scientist. 


He meant dull in the sense 
that Northwest territory ap­ 
pears flat, nearly featureless 
except for several scattered 
craters. Scientists believe it 
once was a shallow basin, 
perhaps holding water millions 
or billions of years ago. It is now 
a dry flatland, probably covered 
with fine Martian sand that is 
shifted from time to time by the 
high winds of the planet. 


If the Viking lander is direct­ 
ed to any site except the original 
one, its computer must be fed 
with new commands, and Mar­ 
tin said that process would take 
about two weeks. 


The lander carries a number 
of experiments, including an 
arm that will scoop up a claw ful 
of Martian soil and study it for 
signs of life. Even if com­ 
munications with earth were 
lost, it would continue to carry 
out its tasks under commands of 
the computer. 


With the help of a signal from 
the spacecraft, the National Air 


Space Museum in Washington 
was to be dedicated today. 


The signal, which will take 18 
minutes to travel from the 
spacecraft 200 million miles 
from earth, will activate a 
mechanical arm like the one 
aboard Viking for the ribbon 
cutting. 


The museum, with 10 acres of 
exhibit 
space, 
contains 
imaginative displays and crafts 
tracing the history of flight. It is 
expected to become one of the 
most popular tourist sites in 
Washington. 


“ Confined within these walls 
and windows are the products of 
American men and women 
whose imagination and deter­ 
mination could not be con­ 
fined,” President Ford said in 
remarks prepared for today’s 
ceremony.

focused on the Teamsters’ Cen­ 
tral States Pension fund. 


Sources on the committee said 
panel members were disturbed 
by Usery’s remarks at the 
Teamsters convention in Las 
Vegas two weeks ago when he 
praised union leaders for “ do­ 
ing an outstanding job in 
representing their members.” 


Usery has insisted his speech 
to the convention won’t affect 
the government’s investigation. 


Also scheduled to testify 
before the committee were 
James D. Hutchinson, the Labor 
Department official heading the 


Teamsters probe, and an of­ 
ficial of the Justice Department, 
which is assisting. 


Portions of Usery’s testimony 
dealing with specifics of the 
probe were expected to be given 
in a closed executive session. 


A joint Labor-Justice task 
force began probing the $1.4- 
billion Central States fund last 
fall after new allegations were 
raised of improper and illegal 
loans by the fund to persons 
with ties to organized crime. 


Government 
investigators 
have said little in public about 
the probe. But in recent weeks 
there have been several reports 
that the investigators have 
turned up numerous loans being 
made 
without 
proper 
as­ 
surances of repayment. 


There were also indications 
that the inquiry turned up 
evidence of kickbacks to fund 
officials who approved loans 
and a general pattern of skim­ 
ming money in the form of 
finder’s fees and commissions. 


Meanwhile,

Revenue Service notified the 
Central States' trustees this 
week that the fund’s tax-exempt

had 
been 
revoked

management and questionable 
loan practices.

WIMBLEDON. England (AP) — The grass on the famed 


Wimbledon center court, browned by weeks of hot sun and scuffed 
by 10 days of hard play, has put an added premium this year on 
the lightning services of UK lop tennis stars. 


Grass is the delight of lr» big serve and quick putaway voile)' 


players, and the despair of those who prefer the baseline 
maneuvers of clay courts. 


Roscoe Tanner of Lookout Mountain, Tenn.. reputed to have *.iie 


fastest service in the game at 140 miles per hour, turned around 
Wimbledon by crushing second-seeded Jimmy Connors in straight 
sets in the men's singles quarter-finals. His cannonball serves 
kicked up the dust and skidded away at such a pace, they were 
hard to follow. 


But Connors said. "Never dig up Ihe grass at Wimbledon, as 


they did at Forest Hills (N.Y. for the U.S. Open). If you do, I'll 
never come back again." 


The programmers complicated the lives of the touring pros by 


scheduling WimMedon only a week after the French cham- 
pionships, played on the slow clay courts at Roland Garros 
Stadium in Paris. 


The players would like to have about three weeks on British 


grass to tune up lor Wimbledon and shake the clay court habits 
from their systems.

of Britain (-2,6-2. 


"Every time I got my first serve in, it was effective, but I 


wasn't satisfied with the number I got in," Miss Evert said. "I 
will have to get in 80 per cent of my first serves against Evonne, 
because she will come in on my second serves. I know that." 


Miss Navratilova, a powerful hitter, spurred some excitement 


in the crowd by taking the second set, upsetting Miss Even's 
rhythm and touch with well-placed winners. 


But Miss Evert, the 1974 Wimbledon champion and No. 1 seed 


this year, kept cool and eventually ware down the 19-year-old 
Czech, who now lives in the United Slates. 


Miss Goolagong, the 1971 Wimbledon champion and losing 


finalist in 1975, had a much easier time. Miss Wade, a notoriously 
erratic player, seemed completely: overcome by centercourt , 
nerves and never was able to keep the ball in play.

Red Wings' Maloney Acquitted Of Assault Charges 


TORONTO (AP) — Dan 


Maloney, a left winger for the 
Detroit Red Wings, has been 
acquitted of assault causing 
bodily harm during a National 
Hockey League game. Along 
with the verdict Wednesday, the 
county court jury issued a sta- 


• lenient requesting an end to 


hockey violence. 


The foreman of the jury, 


whose 12 members deliberated 9 
hours and 23 minutes, said the 
jury asked that measures be 
taken to prevent incidents 
similar to the clash between 
Maloney and Brian Glennie, a 
dcfcnseriian for the Toronto 
Maple Leafs, in a game in 
ToronUrlast Nov. 5. 


Following 
the 
verdict, 


Maloney said he would continue 
to play hockey the way he was 
taught. He had testified at his 
trial that he was taught to play 
aggressively. 


"I kept playing hockey the 


way I always played it, even 
after the incident here in 
Toronto," he said at a news 
conference.' 


"That's just the way I play the 


game and I'm going to continue 
to play hockey the way I've been 
taught and the way I think I can 
play best." 


Maloney said he was relieved 


by the acquittal and that he 
appreciated the jury's decision 
and comments. 


Crown 
Attorney 
Robert 


McGee said he will appeal the 
decision. 


After issuing the verdict, jury 


foreman Raymond Bower got 
permission from Judge Patrick' 
LeSage to issue the statement 
that the jury of eight women and 
four men was unanimous in 
saying that "these actions are in 
no way condoned by us." 


The statement emphasized, 


however, the jury's view that on 
the evidence and on the law, the 


Detroit player was not guilty of 
breaching the Criminal Code. 
- After discharging Maloney, 
Judge LeSage said he con- 
sidered ' the jury's verdict 
propof em! Unl the iury's com- 
ment on hockey violence was 
proper. 


Maloney was charged Nov. 6, 


a»week after Ontario Attorney- 
General Roy McMurtry said the 
provincial government would 
not tolerate violence in hockey 
games. 


McMurtry said Wednesday 


thai Ihe jury's verdicl would 
have no effect on his policy 
about violence in hockey. 


He said he hoped that NHL 


"officials had learned much from 
the Crown's policy of laying 
criminal charges during violent 
hockey games. He said he was 
optimislic lhal there would be 
changes in games during the 
next hockey season. 
' If there are no changes, 


charges will be laid, he said. 


In Montreal, NHL President 


Clarence Campbell said Wed- 
nesday that hockey is a violent 
game 
and 
that 
"without 


violence it wouldn't be hockey." 


He said the jury's verdict was 


"an expression of confidence 
from one section of the public at 
least that the league should be 
able to conduct its own affaire in 
that regard." 


Alex Delvecchio, coach and 


general manager of the Red 
Wings, said at the news 
conference that the charges 
never should nave been laid. 


"Aggressive hockey always 


will be played," he said. 


The court was told that 


Maloney had knocked Glennie 
from behind and that the Detroit 
player had tried to lift the 
defenceman from the ice to get 
him to fight. Doctors testified 
that Glennie appai entry suf- 
fered a mild concussion. 


When asked at the-news 


conference whether he would do 
the same thing to the Toronto 
player again, Maloney said that 
"as far as playing the game, it's 
a thing that happens on the spur 
of the moment" 


He said such action is not 


premeditated and that it hap- 
pens instantaneously. 


Maloney had testified that he 


was angry and frustrated at the 
time of the incident because 
Detroit was trailing 2-0 and 
because 
Glennie 
had 


bodychecked Bryan Hexlall of. 
the Red Wings with what 
Maloney considered an illegal 
check. ; 
'- 


Maloney received a five-

WIMBLEDON, England (AP) — The grass on the famed 
Wimbledon center court, browned by weeks of hot sun and scuffed 
by 10 days of hard play, has put an added premium this year on 
the lightning services of the top tennis stars. 


Grass is the delight of the big serve and quick putawav volley 
players, and the despair of those who prefer the baseline 
maneuvers of clay courts. 


Roscoe Tanner of Lookout Mountain. Tenn., reputed to have the 
fastest service in the game at 140 miles per hour, turned around 
Wimbledon by crushing second-seeded .Jimmy Connors in straight 
sets in the men's singles quarter-finals. His cannonball serves 
kicked up the dust and skidded away at such a pace, they were 
hard to follow. 


But Connors said. “Never dig up the grass at Wimbledon, as 
they did at Forest Hills (N.Y. for the U.S. Open). If you do, I'll 
never come back again.” 


The programmers complicated the lives of the touring pros by 
scheduling Wimbledon only a week after the French cham­ 
pionships. played on the slow clay courts at Roland Garros 
Stadium in Paris. 


The players would like to have about three weeks on British 
grass to tune up for Wimbledon and shake the clay court habits 
from their systems. Arthur Ashe, president of the Association of 
Tennis Professionals, says his organization is going to press the 
question with the federations. 


Chris Evert was worried about her service after scoring an 
uneasy 6-3, 4-6, 6-4 semifinal victory’ over Martina Navratilova of 
Czechoslovakia Wednesday. 


In Friday’s final. Miss Evert, of Fort Lauderdale. Fla , will 
meet Evonne Goolagong of Australia, who ousted Virginia Wade 
of Britain 6-2, 6-2. 


“Every time I got my first serve in. it was effective, but I 
wasn't satisfied with the number I got in,” Miss Evert said. “I 
will have to get in 80 per cent of my first serves against Evonne, 
because she will come in on my second serves. I know that.” 


Miss Navratilova, a powerful hitter, spurred some excitement 
in the crowd by taking the second set. upsetting Miss Evert’s 
rhythm and touch with well-placed winners. 


But Miss Evert, the 1974 Wimbledon champion and No. 1 seed 
this year, kept cool and eventually wore down the 19-year-old 
Czech, who now lives in the United States. 


Miss Goolagong, the 1971 Wimbledon champion and losing 
finalist in 1975. had a much easier time. Miss Wade, a notoriously 
erratic player, seemed completely overcome by centercourt 
nerves and never was able to keep the ball in play. 


Tanner’s big service seemed to be the key to his semifinal 
match today against Bjorn Borg of Sweden.

Red Wings’ Maloney Acquitted Of Assault Charges 


TORONTO 
(AP) 
- 
Dan 
Maloney, a left winger for the 
Detroit Red Wings, has been 
acquitted of assault causing 
bodily harm during a National 
Hockey League game. Along 
with the verdict Wednesday, the 
county court jury issued a sta­ 
tement requesting an end to 
hockey violence. 


The foreman of the .jury, 
whose 12 members deliberated 9 
hours and 25 minutes, said the 
jury asked that measures be 
taken 
to prevent 
incidents 
similar to the clash between 
Maloney and Brian Glennie, a 
defenseman for the Toronto 
Maple Leafs, in a game in 
Toronto last Nov. 5. 


Following 
the 
verdict, 
Maloney said he would continue 
to play hockey the way he was 
taught. He had testified at his 
trial that he was taught to play 
aggressively. 


“ I kept playing hockey the 


way I always played it. even 
after the incident here in 
Toronto,” he said at a news 
conference. 


“That's just the way I play the 
game and I'm going to continue 
to play hockey the way I've been 
taught and the way 1 think 1 can 
play best.” 


Maloney said he was relieved 
by the acquittal and that he 
appreciated the jury's decision 
and comments. 


Crown 
Attorney 
Robert 
McGee said he will appeal the 
decision. 


After issuing the verdict, jury 
foreman Raymond Bower got 
permission from Judge Patrick 
LeSage to issue the statement 
that the jury of eight women and 
four men was unanimous in 
saying that “these actions are in 
no way condoned by us *' 


The statement emphasized, 
however, the jury's view that on 
the evidence and on the law. the 


Detroit player was not guilty of 
breaching the Criminal Code. 


After discharging Maloney, 
Judge LeSage said he con­ 
sidered ’ the 
jury's 
verdict 
proper and that the jury’s com­ 
ment on hockey violence was 
proper. 


Maloney was charged Nov. 6, 
a week alter Ontario Attorney- 
General Roy McMurtry said the 
provincial government would 
not tolerate violence in hockey 
games. 


McMurtry said Wednesday 
that the jury’s verdict would 
have no effect on his policy 
about violence in hockey. 


He said he hoped that NHL 
officials had learned much from 
the Crown's policy of laying 
criminal charges during violent 
hockey games. He said he was 
optimistic that there would be 
changes in games during the 
next hockey season. 


If there are no changes, 


charges will be laid, he said. 


In Montreal, NHL President 
Clarence Campbell said Wed­ 
nesday that hockey is a violent 
game 
and 
that 
“ without 
violence it wouldn't be hockey.” 
He said the jury's verdict was 
“an expression of confidence 
from one section of the public at 
least that the league should be 
able to conduct its own affairs in 
that regard.” 


Alex Delvecchio, coach and 
general manager of the Red 
Wings, 
said 
at 
the 
news 
conference that the charges 
never should have been laid. 


“Aggressive hockey always 
will be played,” he said. 


The court was told that 
Maloney had knocked Glennie 
from behind and that the Detroit 
player had tried to lift the 
defenceman from the ice to get 
him to light. Doctors testified 
that Glennie appaiently suf­ 
fered a mild concussion. 


When asked at the news 
conference whether he would do 
the same thing to the Toronto 
player again, Maloney said that 
"as far as playing the game, it 's 
a thing that happens on the spur 
of the moment.” 


He said such action is not 
premeditated and that it hap­ 
pens instantaneously. 


Maloney had testified that he 
was angry and frustrated at the 
time of the incident because 
Detroit was trailing 2-0 and 
because 
Glennie 
had 
bodycheeked Bryan Hextall of 
the Red Wings with 
what 
Maloney considered an illegal 
check. 


Maloney received a 
five- 
nnnute penalty following the 
incident. 


Glennie was not available for 
comment after the jury’s ver­ 
dict. He had said at the trial that 
the incident had left him with no 
hard feelings toward his op­ 


ponent. 


He was kept in a hospital 
overnight 
for 
observation 
following the incident and re­ 
turned to the Toronto line-up 
within a few days. 


When told the Crown planned 
to appeal the court’s decision, 
defense 
lawyer 
George 
Finlayson said the Crown did 
not seem to share his view that 
they should let “ bygones be 
bygones. ” 


Maloney was asked at the 
news conference whether the 
charge should have been laid 
but Finlayson said his client 
should not comment on the 
matter. 


The lawyer said the inves­ 
tigating police officer had ac h'd 
with good faith in laying the 
charge but that “ the evidence 
didn’t support it and the jury 
didn’t accept it.” 


Before Maloney’s case went to 
the jury Wednesday, the Crown 


unsuccessfully moved that a 
mistrial be declared. The Crown 
contended that chances of a 
conviction had been lessened 
because the Canadian Broad­ 
casting Company in its national 
television 
news 
Tuesday 
referred 
to 
the 
maximum 
penalty Maloney might received 
if convicted — 
five years 
imprisonment. 


The jurors had not been 
isolated up to the time they re­ 
tired to consider their verdict 
and might have heard the 
broadcast, McGee said. 


.Judge LeSage denied the mo­ 
tion but in his charge to the jury 
said that jurors should pay no 
attention to what they saw or 
heard outside the court and that 
consequences of their verdict 
were of no concern to them. 


Three hours after they were 
locked up jurors returned to the 
court to ask the judge for ins­ 
tructions — given previously — 


on the legal definition of an as­ 
sault and on the meaning of 
“ implicit consent” as it might 
relate to hockey players being 
willing to accept rough play as 
part of the game. 


Judge LeSage gave tb*> jury 
the Criminal Code definition of 
assault and said that obviously, 
when a person engages in a 
hockey game, he accepts a 
degree of roughness inherent in 
the game which might be 
regarded as criminal assault in 
other circumstances. 


“ If I put on hockey skates and 
go into an arena, it would seem 
that I am consenting to certain 
degrees of violence,” the judge 
said. 


He 
said, 
however, 
that 
criminal law extended to hockey 
arenas and unbridled violence 
was forbidden. There were legal 
limitations to consent, either 
expressed or implicit.

TORONTO (AP) - The World 
Hockey Association has given 
the San Diego Mariners a 10-day 
extension to come up with local 
ownership, but the league’s 
chief executive officer is not 
optimistic. 


Ben Hatskin said Wednesday 
on the second and final day of 
the league’s annual meeting 
that the WHA will draw up a 
schedule for 11 teams, meaning 
it will not include the financially 
troubled Mariners. 


“We’ll be doing that in the 
next few days,.” said Hatskin of 
his scheduling plans. “ If we re 
able to ice 12 teams, we’ll alter 
that schedule.” 


In other business, the league 
held its intra-league draft, cut 
roster limits to 18 players for 
the 1976-77 season and set up a 
committee 
to study 
on-ice 
violence. 


Eleven 
players 
changed 
teams in the draft with Florida 
— 
formerly 
the 
Cleveland 
Crusaders — and the Calgary 
Cowboys taking three each 
while the Edmonton Oilers and 
the Quebec Nordiques took two 
apiece and the Birmingham 
Bulls, formerly the Toronto 
Toros, took one. 


Hatskin said there are two 
groups interested in keeping the 
Mariners in San Diego. 


The team has been without an 
owner 
since 
Baltimore 
businessman 
Joe 
Schwartz 
missed a payroll and defaulted 
on the franchise late in the 
season. 


Hatskin declined to identify 
the two San Diego groups but he 
did 
say 
that 
Vancouver 
millionaire 
Peter 
Graham, 
owner of the San Diego Arena, 
has definitely dropped out of the 
running. 


Hatskin said the league had 
taken what he described as “a 
positive step toward eliminating 
violence and upgrading the 
game” when it reduced the 
playing roster to 16 skaters and 
two goaltenders from 18 and 
two. 


“The move will automatically 
eliminate 
the 
less-talented 
player and increase competi­ 
tion.” Hatskin said, adding that 
some teams carry a player or 
two just because of fighting 
ability with little regard to 
hockey skill. He also conceded it 
would save money, a not unim­ 
portant consideration for a 


league with most of its clubs in 
the red. 


Another rule, copied from in­ 
ternational hockey, will require 
the teams to change ends at the 
10-minute mark of the third 
period. The idea is to remove 
any advantage the home team 
might gain 
by having its 
players’ bench in its own end for 
two full periods. 


Hatskin said that while efforts 
are being made to save the San 
Diego franchise, there are two 
other groups, in the Min- 
neapolis-St. 
Paul area and 


Seattle, interested in obtaining 
franchises. 
The 
Minnesota 
Fighting Saints’ franchise in St. 
Paul folded last season. 


And Hatskin said an Ottawa 
citizens’ group had made a 
presentation to the meeting 
expressing interest in getting a 


team. Ottawa was one of the 
original dubs in the WHA, 
moving to Toronto and now to 
Birmingham. 


The league also annoui eed 
that the fifth annual All-S ^r 
Game will be held in Hartford,

England Whalers, on Jan. 18, 
1977. 


It will match the best players 
of the East and West divisions. 


The new divisional alignment, 
announced 
Tuesday,

Birmingham 
and Florida in the East and 
Calgary, Edmonton, Winnipeg, 
Phoenix and Houston in the 
West. The Florida team, which 
will operate in Hollywood, has 
not yet been given a name, said 
owner Bill Putnam.

Reds’ Star Catcher Battered 


CINCINNATI - Time, they 
say, waits for no one. It has not 
waited for .Johnny Bench. He is 
no longer the man-child from 
Oklahoma, mature beyond his 
years, yet in so many ways, 
pleasantly immature. Time has 
taken its toll. 


His body is taking on a strong 
resemblance to a road map, 
long 
winding 
scars 
being 
reminders of a surgeon’s scal­ 
pel. For 12^ years, he has 
squatted and risen, taken foul 
tips, been crashed into as a 
professional catcher for the 
Cincinnati Reds. 


“ Twelve and a half years 
catching is like playing 20 years 
anywhere else,” he said. 


His shoulder ached. His feet, 
battered by foul tips, were sore. 
His mind wandered to another, 
earlier year. 


“ Five games in a row I played 
at third base. 
It was like 
catching one game,” he said. 


Retirement for Johnny Bench 
cannot be too far in the future, 
even though he is six months 
shy of his 29th birthday. Finan­ 
cially he is set. 


“ If 
I 
needed 
money, 
I 
wouldn’t have signed a contract 
this year,” he said. “ Then I 
could have gone out and gotten a 
whole 
lot 
more 
than 
I’m 
making.” 


He is making $200,000 in the 
first year of a two-year contract. 
It sounds like a lot. Then you 


pick up a newspaper and read 
that Bobby Orr has signed a 
five-year contract for $3 million. 


“They don’t even know if he'll 
ever play another gam e,” says 
Bench. “ And people berate me 
for making my money for 
catching 140 games a year.” 


He is battered, yet durable. So 
durable that this season he will 
tie a major league record by 
catching in 100 or more games 
for the ninth straight season. 
That should say something of 
the rigors that go along with the 
profession. 


No, it is not money that keeps 
Johnny Bench coming back for 
more. In Cincinnati at this very 
moment, he is building a house; 
a house in which he will retire. 


He owns one bank in southern 
Oklahoma. He is negotiating for 
another. 


Yet, he goes on. Before, in the 
younger years, it was easy to go 
on. Today it is not so. His role 
has changed. 


There was a time when he was 
THE man. MVP, home run 
king, RBI champion. His repu­ 
tation was built on hitting. He is 
not hitting this year. 


It doesn’t bother him. “ I don’t 
have to hit,” he said. 


The meaning was that Pete 
Rose, Ken Griffey, Joe Morgan, 
Tony Perez, George Foster, 
Cesar Geronimo and Dave Con­ 
cepcion can carry the offensive 
burden.

somewhat 
apart. He appears aloof, almost 
outside the clubhouse carryings 
on. 


From his location off to the 
side, he tries to lead. 


“ I feel like a father, friend 
and adviser. I try to direct the 
young kids in the right way,” he 
said. 


He works too with the older 
guys. Bob Bailey came over 
from Montreal. One day Bench 
approached him. 


"Pull up your pants,” ins­ 
tructed Bench. “Look right, the 
way the Reds are supposed to 
look.” 


Later he was to say that the 
uniform is “a matter of pride.” 


Pride is an important word to 
Johnny Bench. He is proud of 
the game which has been good 
to him. He doesn’t like what he 
sees happening. 


“ These kids are different 
now,” he says. “They know they 
need the game, but they act iike 
they don't.” 


He adds that ballplayers are 
“ spoiled” and he is not at all 
happy 
with 
the 
situation 
between owners and players, 
pointing out there is fault on 
both sides. 


Troubled times, not happy 
times, is what he sees in the fu­ 
ture and troubles such as a 
strike by the players or another 
lockout by the owners could 
cause him to say the hell with it 
all, take his money and run 
while his legs still will carry 
him and while he can bend both 
arthritic arms. 


He wants to keep playing and 
knows that he could play many 
more years if he were to move to 
another position. But that posi­ 
tion is not open on the Cincin­ 
nati Reds. He is a man trapped 
behind the plate. 


Getting out of baseball, he 
admits, would be easy with one 
exception. 


“ I would,” he said, "m iss the 
guys.” 


It was an echo of words ut­ 
tered a day earlier by Gary 
Nolan. 


“ Ten and a half years I've 
been in this organization,” said 
Nolan. “ I can t believe it how 
quickly tL time went by. And 
those two years out of baseball, 
it was terrible.

for those who want equality for 
women campus athletes. 


“ I have a fear we’ll have 
pressure to try to get into it,” 
believes Fran Koenig, associate 
athletic director and women’s 
athletic director at Central 
Michigan University. 


“ It depends on whether we 
feel it’s important to keep up 
with the Joneses or to compete 
with colleges that think like we 
do,” she told a recent meeting 
of the Michigan Associated 
Press Sports Editors Associa­ 
tion near Bay City. 


Mrs. 
Koenig, 
an 
active 
member of the Association of 
Intercollegiate Athletics 
for 
Women (AIAW), doesn’t want 
colleges and universities to 


begin catering to the gifted 
women athletes while ignoring 
the less talented ones who still 
desire sports competition. 


Perhaps 
that’s 
why 
she 
doesn't 
believe 
in 
athletic 
scholarships for women, even 
though Central Michigan — like 
several other universities in 
Michigan and throughout the 
country — are about to begin 
such aid programs. 


“ I would prefer not to give 
financial 
aid 
to 
women 
athletes,” she said. “ Even to 
men it should be based on 
need.” 


“ I feel it’s a privilege to par­ 
ticipate in a sport for an insti­ 
tution,” she said. “ I think in a 
way an athlete should pay for 
the honor of competing for an 
institution. I’m not being face­ 
tious.”

Koenig said college 
programs 
“ are 
a 
natural 
outgrowth 
of 
high 
school 
programs.”

Title IX, part of a United 
States Department of Health, 
Education and Welfare regula­ 
tion, went into effect July 21, 
1975. 


“ I think what most women 
want is not equality,” Mrs. 
Koenig said.

reasonable, just, fair. 


‘‘I say we don’t want the same 
programs as men We'd like to 
develop programs that are more 
distinctive for the needs of 
women athletes.” 


She said the AIAW “ wants not 
identical budgets, not identical 
programs, just offer sports on 
demand by women.” 


“ It’ll cost us 840,000 this 
year,” Mrs. Koenig said of the 
Chippewas’ outlay for women’s 
sports. “ It doesn’t make any 
difference to us if the men used 
$180,000.” 


She said CMU doles out 31 full 
$2,000 scholarships to 
men 
competing in sports other than 
football and basketball, both 
revenue producers. 


So women w ill get $64,000 over 
the next three years, she added. 


Do newspapers, radio and TV 
discriminate against women's 
sports in their coverage? 


“ I feel for the most part we’re 
getting pretty good coverage,” 
Mrs. Koenig said.

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Grandson Recalls Past 


Sitting Bull Legend Lives 


By BILL DALTON 


YPS1LAXTI. Mith (APS - 


Jiihn B. Silting Bull says he has 
m'vtT asked for anything, ex- 
c-ept patience and love for those 
who made his people suffer. 


To those who showed him 


luitred because of what he is — 
an Indian — he showed love. 


"Every man came from the 


same blood. Can we be ashamed 
of that? Can we live together? I 
think so, if we have self respect, 
and respect for each other," 
says John Silting Bull, 76. the 
grandson of one of the most 
famous of all Indians. Silting 
Bull, leader of the Teton Dakota 
Prairie Sioux. 


-lohn Sitiing Bull came to 


Michigan in 1925 to work in Hie 
auto plants, and did so for some 
39 years. But he has always 
found lime to visit those who 
want to rid themselves of their 
"ignorance" of the Native 
Americans and their struggle to 
survive these past two cen- 
turies. 


He spoke 
recently 
with 


students at Eastern Michigan 
University's "American Myths. 
Talcs and Legends" class. 
which studies the Indians' 
stories transmitted orally from 
one generation to another. 


Some of those stories undoub- 


tedly were about the legendary 
Sitting Bull. John Sitting Bull 
learned about his ancestor 
through his aunts and uncles, 
who raised Mm from the time 
IK was orphaned at the age of 3. 
His father, Sitting Bull's son, 
died in an auto accident. 


Sitting Bull himself had died 


several years earlier, killed at 
Grand River, S.D., oh Dec. 15. 
1S90, after police and soldiers 
attempted to arrest him as a 
"•precautionary measure" dur- 
ing a period of Indian unrest at 
the Standing Rock agency. * 


Sitting Bui) gained fame when 


his • Sioux joined.; forces with 
other tribes to 'defeat first Gen. 
George Crook and^.tnen Gen. 
George Custer in the famous 
battle of the Little Bighorn 
River. 


"We won many battles, but 


not the war," says the wizened 
John Sitting Bull, wearing his 
grandfather's own costume and 
headdress, now more than 100 
years old. He said his grand- 


father would go into the Black 
Hills to pray for the white man 
to leave the Indians alone, that 
there was enough land for all to 
share. But it was not to be. 


Hunger finally led the Sioux to 


surrender, and they finally were 
sent to the Standing Rock 
reservation, where Sitting Bull 
w-as killed. 


But his memory lives on in his 


grandson. 
"He liked to show off for the 
women as a young man. He had 
two wives. He killed his first 
bear at 18 and received his first 


feather. .Next he killed a buffalo 
for his second feather. For his 
third, he killed a man. those 
who were stealint,'-his tribe's 
horses." said John Sitting Bull. 


His own life, after Being 


orphaned, 
was almost 
as 


nomadic 
as 
thai 
of his 


forefathers. He lived in Califor- 
nia, three or four places in 
South Dakota and Iowa before 
getting a job in a Chicago steel 
mill when only 18. 


"I followed m,v grandfather's 


beliefs, not to depend on the 
government. I wanted to be free. 


to think, talk, and not be afraid 
of anything." said John Sitting 
Bull. 


But something drew him to 


the auto plains. A letter to 
Henry Ford himself resulted in 
a job offer, and lie worked at the 
Rouge River plant until his re- 
liremem. 


It wasn't easy. The painful 


times when a white man would 
refer to a "stinking Indian" did 
nol pass unnoticed. But the 
more hate shown toward him 
because he was an Indian, the 
more love he had for those 
people, says John Sitting Bull, 
who calls himself a devout 
Christian. 


What he didn't, respect was 


their ignorance. He had no op- 
portunity for education. But lie 
said he learned many things. 


"Everything of ours was des- 


troyed.- They killed everything 
to starve us out, your people did 
that, it. cannot be denied. You 
need to know the truth. We were 
the original natives of this land. 
But people don't seem to care or 
understand that our children 
are going hungry," he says. 


But with the recent takeover 


of Wounded Knee by Indians 
protesting the conditions of 
some 
of 
today's 
Native 


Americans. John Sitting Bull 
was dismayed. 


'VVTial was it for? Two or 


three people die for nothing. 1 
wrote Russell Means (a leader 
of the takeover) and told him he 
does wrong. I told him I know- 
Bis feelings, but he did wrong," 
says John Sitting Bull. 


John Sitting Bull picks up a 


drum. He beats it proudly.and 
dances and chants, much as his 
ancestors might have done 
before him in the days when his 
grandfather was the leader of 
the Plains Indians. 


SITTING BULL'S GRANDSON: John B. Sitting Bull, 
76-year-old grandson of the famous Sitting Bull, came 
to Michigan in 1925 and worked for 39 years in the 
auto plants. He spoke recently to students at Eastern 
Michigan University's "American Myths, Tales and 
Legends" class which studies Indian stories.

Sitting Bull Legend Lives 
PROPOSED SOCIAL SERVICES

YPS1LANTI. Mich (A P) - 
.lohn B Sitting Bull says ho has 
never asked for anything. e\- 
crpt patience and love ft*r those 
who made his people suffer. 


To those who showed him 
hatred because of what he is — 
an Indian — he showed love. 


“ Every man came from the 
same blood. Can we bo ashamed 
of that '’ Can we live together? 1 
think so. if we have self respect, 
and respect for each other.", 
says John Sitting Bull. 7ti. the 
grandson of one of the most 
famous of all Indians. Sitting 
Bull, leader of the Teton Dakota 
Prairie Siouv 


John Sitting Bull came to 
Michigan in 1925 to work in the 
auto plants, and did so for some 
:59 years. But he has always 
found time to visit those who 
want to rid themselves of their 
"ignorance’' 
of 
the 
Native 
Americans and their struggle to 
survive these past two cen­ 
turies. 


He 
spoke 
recently 
with 
students at Eastern Michigan 
University's 'American Myths, 
Tales 
and 
Legends" 
class, 
which 
studies 
the 
Indians’ 
stories transmitted orally from 
one generation to another. 


Some of those stories undoub­ 
tedly were about the legendary 
Sitting Bull. John Sitting Bull 
k-arned about 
his ancestor 
through his aunts and uncles, 
who raised him from the time 
he was orphaned at the age of 1 
His father. Sitting Bull's son. 
died in an auto accident. 


Sitting Bull himself had died 
several years earlier, killed at 
Grand River. S D , on Dec 15. 
1S90. after police and soldiers 
attempted to arrest him as a 
"precautionary measure" dur­ 
ing a period of Indian unrest at 
the Standing Rock agency. 


Sitting Bull gained fame when 
his Sioux joined forces with 
other tribes to defeat first Gen. 
George Crook and then Gen. 
Cieorge Custer in the famous 
battle of the Little Bighorn 
River. 


"W e won many battles, but 
not the war,” says the wizened 
John Sitting Bull, wearing his 
-Tandfather's own costume and 
headdress, now more than 100 
years old. He said his grand- 


father would go into the Black 
Hills to pray for the white man 
to leave the Indians alone, that 
there was enough land for all to 
share. But it was not to be. 


Hunger finally It'd the Sioux to 
surrender, and tho\ finally were 
sent 
to the Standing 
Rock 
reservation, where Sitting Bull 
was killed. 


But Ins memory lives on in his 
grandson. 
"He liked to show off for the 
women as a young man. He had 
two wives. He killed his first 
bear at 1H and received his first 


tail 


feather. Next he killed a buffalo 
for his second feather. For his 
third, ho killed a man, those 
who wore stealing-his tribe s 
horses," said John Sitting Bull. 


His own life, after being 
orphaned, 
was 
almost 
as 
nomadic 
as 
that 
of 
his 
forefathers. He lived in Califor­ 
nia. three or four places in 
South Dakota and Iowa before 
getting a job in a Chicago stool 
mill when only lrt. 


"1 followed my grandfather's 
beliefs, not to depend on the 
government I wanted to be fret* 


I » 


to think, talk, and not be afraid 
of anything,” said John Sitting 
Bull. 


But something drew him to 
the auto plants. A letter to 
Henry Ford himself resulted in 
a job offer, and he worked at the 
Rouge River plant until his re­ 
tirement. 


It wasn't easy. The painful 
times when a white man would 
refer to a “ stinking Indian” did 
not pass unnoticed. But the 
more hate shown toward him 
because he was an Indian, the 
more love he had for those 
people, says John Sitting Bull, 
who calls himself a devout 
Christian. 


What he didn't respect was 
their ignorance. He had no op­ 
portunity for education. But he 
said he learned many things. 


“ Everything of ours was des­ 
troyed. They killed everything 
to starve us out. your people did 
that, it cannot !>e denied. You 
not'd to know the truth. We were 
the original natives of this land. 
But people don’t seem to care or 
understand that our children 
are going hungry.” he says. 


But with the recent takeover 
of Wounded Knee by Indians 
protesting the conditions of 
some 
of 
today’s 
Native 
Americans, John Sitting Bull 
was dismayed. 


'What was it for? Two or 
three people die for nothing. I 
wrote Russell Means (a leader 
of the takeover) and told him he 
dot's wrong. 1 told him I know 
his feelings, but ho did wrong.” 
says John Sitting Bull. 


John Sitting Bull picks up a 
drum. Ho beats it proudly and 
dances and chants, much as his 
ancestors might 
have done 
before him in the days when his 
grandfather was the leader of 
the Plains Indians. 


SITTING BULL’S GRANDSON: John B. Sitting Bull, 
76-year-old grandson of the famous Sitting Bull, came 
to Michigan in 1925 and worked for 39 years in the 
auto plants. He spoke recently to students at Eastern 
Michigan University’s “ American Myths, Tales and 
Legends” class which studies Indian stories. (AP

During the Revolutionary 


War, 7,66.) North Carolinians 
drew Continental Line pay.

At Moore's Creek 
Bridge 18 miles above Wil- 
mington on Feb. 27, 1776, the 
Whigs defeated the Tories in a 
battle that drove the British out 
of North Carolina for the next 
four years. When the Redcoats 
returned, their measure was 


taken by North Carolina moun- 
tain men in the battle at King's 
Mountain on Oct. 7, 1780. The 
battle at Guilford Court House 
on March 15. 1781, was the last 
major engagement of- the war 
before the surrender of Lord 
Cornwallis at Yorklown in Vir- 
ginia on Oct. 19.1781. 


The revolutionary' fervor of 


North Carolina showed itself in 
other ways.

The idea of 
5t!Creating the Duesenberg line 
advanced from a dream to 
•reality. 


The Scotlsdalc Daily Progress 


told of the plans of the two 
brothers to revive the classic 
automobiles that were designed 
by Augie and Fred Duesenberg 
and became by-words for ex- 
cellence. 


Only .468 Duesenbcrgs were 


built between 1929 and 1936 but 
a listing of their owners reads 
like a'Hollywood Who's Who. 
They include the likes of Greta 
Garbo, Clark Gable and Gary 
Cooper. One was also used as a 


.getaway car for King Alfonso 
during the Spanish Civil War. 


"I've been talking with my 


brother (Harlan) about bring- 
ing back the Duesenberg since 
we were kids," Kenneth said. 


And now Duesenberg and his 


brother have plans to turn those 
memories into reality bringing 
the car out of retirement with a 
contemporary redesign. 


He also has 
established 


Duesenberg Brothers, Inc. in 
Chicago in which the brothers

Duesenberg plan to create and 
market their own reproductions 
of the original classics. 


Wliile some of the remaining 


268 Duescnbergs sell for as 
much as $200,000, the 1976 ver-

After realizing a market for a 


-.contemporary 
Duesenberg 


existed, Duesenberg decided to 
mesh his efforts of bringing 
back the car with a desire to 
open an interior design firm in 
Scottsdale. 


Duesenberg said making the 


handbuilt cars will be a multi- 
million dollar project, but he 
has lined up financial backers 
who are interested in seeing a 
new Duesenberg produced. 


"Getting the money was never 


the problem," said. "Our 
backers told us the problem 
would be finding a coach 
builder, but he (the builder) 
was the one who approached 
us." 


Robert W. Peterson, who is 


the builder as well as chief en- 


gineer for the project has built 
presidential limousines and FBI 
"chase" cars. 


Duesenberg has made a 23- 


pound clay model of the car anil 
now is working on final design. 
He said a full-scale prototype of 
the new car will be ready this 
fall.

made 40 years ago, Duesenberg 
says it will retain much of the 
original car's feeling and the 
precision hand work that has 
been its hallmark.

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NORTH CAROLINA: A Strong Spirit Of Freedom

HIGH POINT. N.C. - (NEA) 
— North Carolinians have ever 
been cantankerous. The trait is 
partly in their nature and partly 
a result of the geography of 
their state. It is more than 
miles from Manteo on the coast 
in the east to Murphy in the 
mountains in the west, and it 
has always been difficult for 
North Carolinians to get from 
one side to the other 


The barriers 
begin even 
before the land is reached. The 
Outer Banks, a strip of sand- 
duned islands, protect the coast 


line from the ocean Inland, 
across both the Coastal Plain 
and the Piedmont, the rivers 
flow from the northwest to the 
southeast. 
Nature’s courses 
have been followed by the 
railroads and the interstate 
highways for the most part. 
They go north and south across 
the state more than east and 
west. To this day, many North 
Carolinians find it easier to get 
to Richmond, or even Washing­ 
ton. than to go from Asheville to 
Wilmington. 


North Carolinians are as 
fractious among themselves as 


geography makes their state. 
The political and economic 
competition between the Pied­ 
mont and the East remains the 
major factor in the affairs of 
North Carolina. The Piedmont 
is ahead economically, being 
the center of the state’s tobacco, 
textile, and furniture industries. 
The East dominates politically, 
its representatives controlling 
the General Assembly from 
session to session with their 
canniness and their unity. The 
mountain people are aloof from 
both the Piedmont and the East 
in turn, always having been

At Moore's Creek 
Bridue 18 miles above Wil­ 
mington on Feb. 27. 1776. the 
Whigs defeated the Tories in a 
battle that drove the British out 
of North Carolina for the next 
four years.

tain men in the battle at King’s 
Mountain on Oct. 7. 1780 The 
battle at Guilford Court House 
on March 15. 1781, was the last 
major engagement of the war 
before the surrender of Lord 
Cornwallis at Yorktown in Vir­ 
ginia on Oct. 19, 1781. 


The revolutionary fervor of 
Norih Carolina showed itself in 
other ways.

Carolinians to strong executive 
authority — particularly when it 
is close at hand — is deeply 
rooted. The colony had its 
“Culpepper Revolution” before 
the dawning of the 18th Century. 
The Regulators fought Gov. 
William Tryon at Alamance 
Creek on May 14. 1771, because 
of their opposition to what they 
regarded as the high-handed 
tactics of taxation 
without 
representation. Today, North 
Carolinians alone, among all the 
people of all the states, refuse to 
give their governor the power of 
the veto and the right to succeed

Kenneth W. Duesenberg, for 
19 years an industrial designer 
for Whirlpool Corp., has joined 
with his brother, Harlan, to 
revive the iamous automobiles 
built by their great uncles, 
Augie and Fred Duesenberg, 40 
years ago. 


Ken Duesenberg left Whirl­ 
pool last February and moved to 
Scottsdale, Ariz. The idea of 
recreating the Duesenberg line 
advanced from a dream to 
reality. 


The Scottsdale Daily Progress 
told of the plans of the two 
brothers to revive the classic 
automobiles that were designed 
by Augie and Fred Duesenberg 
and became by-words for ex­ 
cellence. 


Only 468 Duesen bergs were 
built between 1929 and 1936 but 
a listing of their owners reads 
like a Hollywood Who's Who. 
They include the likes of Greta 
Garbo, Clark Gable and Gary

INVESTORS5 GUTOE 
The Hedge Theory 
Can't Be Ignored 


BySAMSmiSKY 


Any time you want to start an 


argument among folks interest- 
ed in economics and Invest- 
ments all you need do is 
proclaim: "Stocks are a hedge 
against inflation" or "stocks 
art not a hedge against infla- 
tion." Then put your dukes up, 
fast, because there is never a 
lack of argument on either side 
of the question., 


A snare of common stock is a 


certificate of part ownership in 
a corporation. .Theoretically, if 
the company makes 10 per cent 
profit on automobile* it now 
sells at M.OOO-SS.niW, it would be 
worth more dollars than it was 
25 years ago when the 10 per 
cent profit was made on cars 
selling for $1^00^2,000. 


But in recent years of record- 


breaking inflation, that hasn't 
been necessarily so. Measured 
by the Dow Jones industrial 
average, the stock market has 
not moved up in step with the 
prices we have had to pay for 
everyday 
necessities 
or 


luxuries. (Although, dividend 
income increases from these 
same stocks have been much 
closer to the mark.) 


My answer to those readers 


who complain that equity in- 
vestments hare not protcted 
them from inflation lately has 
been that the theory is based on 
a 
long-term 
investment 


program; that one cannot expect 
the D-J to move every day or 
every month in step with the 
price of bread and shoes. Now 
comes a study by "Smart 
Money," a publication of the 
Hirsch Organization that also 
watches mutual funds, which, it 
seems to me, tends considerable 
weight to the argument that 
stocks — held long-term — are 
an inflation hedge. 


Going back to the turn of the 


century, the Hirsch study shows 
that the Dow Jones average, for 
more than 50 overlapping 25- 
year periods, showed sains ex- 
ceeding the rate of inflation 
during the same periods. For 
example: 


In the four-year period, 


189741, the Dow averaged 42; 2J 
years later - U22-M - it 
averaged 111, a gain of 185 per 
cent M against an inflation of 
108 per cent during the same 
quarter century. Even the Great 
Depression period of 1932-16. 
wlien the Dow averaged its 20th 
century low of M, was no ex- 
ception. The Dow's 96 average 
reading represented a gain of 57 
per cent over the 1907-11 
average of (I — whereas the 
inflation lite lor the same 
period was only 52 per cent. 


There were a couple of excep- 


tions. The Dow averaged 181 in 
the It2>-2t period and rose to 
only an average 257 in IttO-M, a 
gain of N ptr cent, whereas the 
cost of living in thai period rose 


46 per cent And in the next 25- 
year period (from 1926-30 to 
1951-55) the Dow rose only 37 
per cent, as contrasted with a 50 
per cent inflation rate. 


Reiterating: 
The market 


average has failed to keep step 
with the rate of inflation in the 
last 8 to 10 years, but Mr. 
Hirsch's study shows that if you 
had bought the average in 
1947-51, you would have a 340 
per cent gain by 1972-76, 
whereas inflation was 103 per 
cent. 


Incidentally, in no case were 


dividends added to total reward. 


Are there flaws? Of course. In 


the first place, one doesn't 
generally invest in the D-J 
averages. 
Secondly, 
not 


everyone can wait 25 years to 
cash in. Thirdly, there were un- 
doubtedly 
wide 
variations 


within each time period. But I 
still think the hedge theory can't 
be ignored.

Jurors in Judge Wendell A. Miles’ 
courtroom returned the guilty verdict against Willie Thomas 
Reese. 42. owner of Five Points Dealers Auction, to conclude a 
seven-day trial. Reese remains free on bond awaiting sen­ 
tencing of up to $10,000 fine and 10 years in prison. 


According to testimony during the trial, Reese purchased 
the load of plywood on the night of Sept 31), 1974, after it had 
been stolen earlier the same night from the Robert Weed 
Plywood company in Bristol. Ind. Testimony also indicated 
that Reese had been purchasing stolen property with the 
knowledge that it had been stolen since 1971. 


His conviction was the result of an FBI investigation which 
began almost two years ago and led to his indictment by a 
federal grand jury in February.

Doctors Glum On 
Signature Drive 


GRAND RAPIDS. Mich. (AP) — Efforts by Kent County doctors 
apparently have failed to obtain enough signatures to let Michigan 
voters decide in November if legal fees should be limited in 
malpractice cases. So far, only about 100.000 of the necessary 
265.702 signatures have been collected. Deadline for filing peti­ 
tions is 5 p.m. Tuesday. 


Dr. Alfred B. Swanson, chairman of the 54-member Medical 
Malpractice Action Committee, said about 1.600 of the state’s 
nearly 8.000 physicians circulated the petitions. The drive drew no 
formal support from the Michigan State Medical Society. Swanson 
said if the petition drive fails, as he expects, the group will seek 
legislative action on the proposal. 


The group wants contingency fees for lawy ers limited to half any 
award up to $10,000,10 per cent of the next $90,000 and just one per 
cent of any amount over $100,000. Present awards range up to 40 
per cent of a settlement, up to $500,000. The proposal would have 
paid lawyers’ expenses in addition to the contingency fee. Now, a 
lawyer is paid only if he wins a settlement for his client.

Slowdown 


‘Temporary’ 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) 
- 
Federal Reserve Board Chair­ 
man Arthur F. Bums says the 
slowndown in consumer spend­ 
ing in recent months is likely to 
be temporary, and he predicts 
the economic recovery will gain 
new momentum later this year. 


“ The basic determ inants of 
consumer spending are clearly 
favorable: 
real 
incomes 
of 
families are increasing, labor 
market conditions are improv­ 
ing. and so. too, is the liquidity 
position of consumers.” Burns 
told Congress' Joint Economic 
Committee Wednesday. 


He said the pace of the 
recovery since the recession 
ended in the spring of 1975 has 
matched most business upsw­ 
ings since World War H. 


The 
unemployment 
rate, 
currently 7.3 per cent, should 
fall under 7 per cent by year’s 
end and to about 6 5 per cent by 
mid-1977. Burns said in his 
midyear economic report to 
Congress. 


Inflation remains a more dif­ 
ficult problem, he added But by 
following “ prudent policies” 
and making some structural 
changes "we can get it down to 
4 per cent next year and to zero 
over the next four years, he 
predicted. 


He did not spell out any 
change*, but m the past he has 
cited elimination of restrictive 
union work rules, government 
pressure to hold down wage» 
and prices, and biggpr m an­ 
power training programs as 
methods of increasing produc­ 
tivity and battling inflation 


Burns said business outlays 
for basic plant equipment are on 
the rise, 
home building is 
beginning to pick up, demand 
for labor is greater and indus­ 
trial capacity has risen to 80 per 
cent in several industries.

.Any time you want to start an 
argument among folks interest­ 
ed in economics and invest­ 
ments all you need do 
is 
proclaim: ‘‘Stocks are a hedge 
against inflation” or ‘’stocks 
are not a hedge against infla­ 
tion.” Then put your dukes up. 
fast, because there is never a 
lack of argument on either side 
of the question. 


A share of common stock is a 
certificate of part ownership in 
a corporation. Theoretically, if 
the company makes 10 per cent 
profit on automobiles it now 
sells at W,000-S5.000, it would be 
worth more dollars than it wa>> 
25 years ago when the 10 per 
cent profit was made on cars 
selling for $1,500-$2,000. 


But in recent years of record- 
breaking inflation, that hasn’t 
been necessarily so. Measured 
by the Dow Jones industrial 
average, the stock market has 
not moved up in step with the 
prices we have had to pay for 
everyday 
necessities 
or 
luxuries. (Although, dividend 
income increases from these 
same stocks have been much 
closer to the m ark.) 


My answer to those readers 
who complain that equity in­ 
vestments have not protcted 
them from inflation lately has 
been that the theory is based on 
a 
long-term 
investment 
program; that one cannot expect 
the D-J to move even' day or 
every month in step with the 
price of bread and shoes. Now 
comes a study by "Sm art 
Money,” a publication of the 
Hirsch Organization that also 
watches mutual funds, which, it 
seems to me, lends considerable 
weight to the argument that 
stocks — held long-term — are 
an inflation hedge. 


Going back to the turn of the 
century, the Hirsch study shows 
that the Dow Jones average, for 
more than 50 overlapping 25- 
year periods, showed gains ex­ 
ceeding the rate of inflation 
during the same periods. For 
example: 


In 
the 
four-year 
period, 
1897-01, the Dow averaged 42; 25 
years later — 1922-26 — it 
averaged 111, a gain of 165 per 
cent as against an inflation of 
108 per cent during the sam e 
quarter century Even th? Great 
Depression period of 1932-36, 
when the Dow averaged its 20th 
century low of 96. was no ex­ 
ception The Dow’s 96 average 
reading represented a gain of 57 
per 
cent 
over 
the 
1907 11 
average of 61 — whereas the 
inflation rise for the same 
period was only 52 per cent. 


There were a couple of excep­ 
tions The Dow averaged 189 in 
the 1925-29 period and rose to 
only an average 257 in 1950-54, a 
gam of 36 per cent, whereas the 
cost of living in that period rose 


46 per cent. .And in the next 25- 
year period (from 1926-30 to 
1951-55) the Dow rose only 37 
per cent, as contrasted with a 50 
per cent inflation rate. 


Reiterating: 
The 
m arket 
average has failed to keep step 
with the rate of inflation in the 
last 8 to 10 years, but Mr. 
Hirsch's study shows that if you 
had bought the average in 
1947-51, you would have a 340 
per 
cent 
gain 
by 
1972-76, 
whereas inflation was 103 per 
cent. 


Incidentally, in no case were 
dividends added to total reward. 


.Are there flaws? Of course. In 
the first place, one doesn’t 
generally invest in the D-J 
averages. 
Secondly, 
not 
everyone can wait 25 years to 
cash in. Thirdly, there were un­ 
doubtedly 
wide 
variations 
within each time period. But I 
still think the hedge theory can t 
be ignored. 


Q. We are in the 35 per cent 
income tax bracket, but our 
auditor feels municipal bonds 
are too risky. 


A. Some are, some aren’t. 
Over a period of many decades, 
tax-exempts — as a class — 
have had a relatively good 
record of safety. 


Q. In a recent report to 
shareholders, earnings were 
given as $8.40 a share, or $8.03 
‘‘fully diluted.'’ What is meant 
by dilution? 


A. The conversion of outs­ 
tanding convertible debentures 
or convertible preferred into 
common would increase the 
number of shares the total in­ 
come would have to be divided 
amongst, thus ‘ diluting” the 
$8.-10 to $8.03.

Covert 
Sewage 
Plan Is 
Outlined 


COVERT — Representatives 
of a Grand Rapids engineering 
firm last night outlined a $3.8 
million plan for a sewage sys­ 
tem to serve part of Covert 
township. 


The plan recommended by the 
firm of Williams and Works was 
reviewed during a public hear­ 
ing on the proposal along with 
two alternatives. 


Under the proposal, lagoons 
would be installed west of M-140 
on 34th avenue near 1-196. to 
provide treatm ent of sewage 
collected. 


The system would serve 416 
customers or an estimated 1.500 
people in the more developed 
area of the township. 
The 
township 
has 
over 
2.600 
residents in all. 


Involved in the alternates 
were proposals to pipe the 
sewage to South Haven for 
treatment or to create a land 
deposit system. 


Township officials, after the 
presentations, discussed the 
possibility of holding an ad­ 
visory 
referendum 
among 
township voters on whether to 
undertake the project. 


If eventually approved, cus­ 
tomers would have to pay a 
hook-up fee as well as a monthly 
use charge to help repay a 
financing bond issue and main­ 
tain the system. 


Federal 
and state grants 
could provide up to 80 per cent 
of the major costs.

House Unanimous On 
Home Repair Tax Bill 


LANSING, Mich. (AP) — Homeowners who repair their 
houses and keep them tn good shape would no longer get 
extra tax assessments for that work under legislation 
before the Senate. The bill, approved by the House 106-0 
Wednesday, had passed the Senate earlier, but was 
amended there with a $4.000 ceiling on the amount of repair 
work which could be exempted from assessment. But when 
it returned to the House, its sponsor, Rep. Thomas 
Mathieu, D-Grand Rapids, amended it to remove that 
ceiling. As the bill now stands, the cost of work excluded 
from assessment could not exceed 40 per cent of the 
previous year’s valuation on the building. Among normal 
maintenance projects which could not be assessed under 
the bill are outside painting; repairing siding, roof, porches 
and steps; repainting or repairing masonry; adding gutters 
or insulation; and replacing plumbing. 


Government 
Delays Sale 
By White 


CLEVELAND (AP) - The 
intervention

division of the U.S. Justice

delayed 
a 
proposed sale by White Motor 
Corp. of its White Superior 
Division to Cooper Industries of 
Houston. 


The $36.5 million sale which 
was scheduled to take place 
Wednesday will be delayed until 
at least mid-July, White Motor 
officials said. 


A 
Justice 
Department 
spokesman in Washington said 
the agency was investigating 
whether the sale would reduce 
competition. 
White Superior 
makes stationary diesel and 
natural 
gas 
engines 
and 
compressors. 
Cooper makes 
similar equipment. 


The sale had been announced 
earlier as a step in straighten­ 
ing out the firm’s financial dif­ 
ficulties. Those difficulties led 
White Motor to try to merge 
with White Consolidated Indus­ 
tries but the deal never came 
off. 


The Cleveland-based White 
Motor makes trucks and farm 
and industrial equipment.

Cass Airport Hearing 
Generates No Objections 


DOWAGIAC — No objections 
on the environmental impact of 
major 
additions 
and 
improvements proposed for the

The hearing was called by he 
state highway and transporta­ 
tion department and is required 
before federal and state funds 
for 90 per cent of the project 
costs can be obtained, according 
to city officials. 


Nigel Finney, representing R. 
Dixon Speas, aviation consul­ 
tants from Minneapolis, Minn., 
told about 35 people attending 


the hearing that because of the 
equipment to be used by small 
aircraft which would land at the 
airport, noise would not cause 
problems for those living near 
the city-owned airport. 


Mayor Graham Woodhouse 
said plans for the expansion on 
215 acres of land do not include 
the acquisition of any houses. 
He said 
all 
the land was 
agricultural. 


Atty. 
Daniel 
French, 
representing 
Silver 
Creek 
township, complained during 
the hearing that the township 
had not received copies of the 
proposed plans. He also said the 
township objected to the 215 


acres of land, now part of the 
township, becoming part of the 
city. 


City Mager Henry Graper Jr. 
said the the project is estimated 
to cost between $600,000 and 
$900,000. The present east-west 
runway would be lengthened 
from 3,800 to 5,700 feet and 
widened from 75 to 150 feet. A 
new southeast by northwest 
runway, to be 75 feet wide and 
3,400 long, would be construct­ 
ed

Get Prison Terms 


DETROIT (AP) — Two top executives of a 
leading truck trailer manufacturer have been 
sentenced to prison terms on charges of cons­ 
piring to evade more than $12.3 million in 
federal excise taxes owed by the corporation. 
Fruehauf Corp. Board Chairman William Grace. 
68, and President Robert Rowan. 53, were sen­ 
tenced Wednesday to six months and one day in 
jail. They and the firm were also fined $10,000 
each by U.S. District Court Judge Thomas 
Thornton. The men were released on $5,000 bond 
and appealed the decision. 


The corporation is the world’s largest 
producer of truck trailers and containers in 
which goods are shipped. The officers were 
convicted in July 1975, five years after an in­ 
dictment was returned by a federal grand jury 
in Detroit. Grace and Rowan were charged with 
attempting to evade the payment of Fruehauf’s 
federal manufacturers excise taxes from Oc­ 
tober 1956 to Dec. 31, 1965. 


According to the indictment, the men evaded 


excise taxes in two ways. Under one method of 
pricing to distributors, they had decreased the 
price of truck trailers upon which excise tax was 
to be paid. They billed the distributors for 
“ nonexistent services” which were not subject 
to excise tax. Secondly, the indictment said, the 
m<*n had arranged with tire manufacturers for 
an inflated purchase price for tires. The officials 
then allegedly claimed a tax credit on the higher 
price and the corporation received a cash rebate 
from the manufacturer. 


In a statement following the sentence, 
Fruehauf said the company and its two top of­ 
ficials have appealed to the 6th U.S. Circuit 
Court of Appeals. The sentences have been 
stayed pending appeal. ‘The case deals prin­ 
cipally with the excise tax base applicable to 
retail sales of trailers,” Fruehauf said. “ Trial 
counsel have advised that the proof introduced 
by the government in the course of the trial total 
failed to establish facts necessary to the 
government's case and expect to prevail on ap­ 
peal ”

MIAMI (AP) - in a Bogota, 


Colombia, hole! room, a Cincin- 
nati woman dismantled her 
portable hairdryer and replaced 
its electric .motor with three 
pounds of carefully packed 
cocaine. 


Then she caught a plane for 


Miami. 


The woman, arrested by U.S. 


Customs Service inspectors at 
busy Miami International Air- 
port, iras what authorities call a 
mule — the amateur or profes- 
sional who carries drugs into 
this country via commercial 
transportation to help supply a 
S3 billion-a-year U.S. market for 
illegal drugs. 


Miami is the nation's cocaine 


import capital, where the most 
seizures and arrests of mules 
are made. Of the 735 pounds of 
cocaine seized in the United 
States last year. 198 pounds or 
27 per cent of it was taken at 
Miami's airport. 
• It's anybody's guess how 
much cocaine slips through 
undetected here and elsewhere. 


Just last month, 170 pounds of 


cocaine were confiscated by 
Customs agents in Tampa who 
urece watching a banana boat 
v.Wch had arrived from Colom- 
bia. Agents said the cache was 


. worth $39 million, one of the 


largest seizures on record. 


"Drug 
imports, 
mostly 


cocaine, are on the increase." 


; said Howard Ford, director of 


Customs' airport operations in 
•Miami. "We have no estimate 
on how much is getting by, but 
wo could make more seizures if 
we had more personnel." 


In the first five months of this 


' year, Customs inspectors at 


Miami International confiscated 
166 pounds of cocaine, a power- 
ful stimulant which drug ex- 
perts say is not physically ad- 
dictive. Cocaine, made from the 
leaves of the coca bush, is often 


• called 
the "Champagne 
of 


Drugs," because of its high 
market price and popularaity 
among some rock musicians 
and jet-setters. 


•'•Every conceivable way to 


smuggle drugs has been tried," 


said Bill XorsKorthy. an airport 
supervisor for the federal Drug 
Enforcement Administration, 
whose agents take over inves- 
tigations after the initial arrest. 


Mules have carried drugs in- 


side fishing rods, aerosol cans, 
book covers, tennis racquets, 
false-bottomed suitcases, diving 
tanks and children's toys. They 
have carried liquified cocaine in 
seemingly unopened liquor bot- 
tles. 


More dangerously, 
mules 


have tried to avoid detection by 
swallowing packets of cocaine 
or inserting them into body 
cavities. 


In the last two months, four 


mules have died when their 
body acids 
destroyed 
the 


packrets and released the drug 
into their system. Customs 


spokesman Jim 
DingfeMer 


said. 


But the lure of great profit 


attracts many willing to take 
the risks. 


Most of the cocaine smuggled 


into the United States comes 
from Colombia and Peru. Per- 
sons agreeing la serve as mules 
can earn l5.Mt aside from an 
expenses-paid trip for several 
dare to South America.

Cocaine Smugglers Resourceful

M IAM I (A P) — In a Bogota. 
Colombia, hotel room, a Cincin­ 
nati 
woman dismantled 
her 
portable hairdryer and replaced 
its electric motor with three 
pounds 
of carefully 
packed 
cocaine. 


Then she caught a plane for 
Miami. 


The woman, arrested by U.S. 
Customs Service inspectors at 
busy M iam i International A ir­ 
port. was what authorities call a 
mule — the amateur or profes­ 
sional who carries drugs into 
this country via commercial 
transportation to help supply a 
$3 billion-a-year U.S. market for 
illegal drugs. 


Miami is the nation’s cocaine 
import capital, where the most 
seizures and arrests of mules 
are made. Of the 7:35 pounds of 
cocaine seized in the United 
States last year. 198 pounds or 
27 per cent of it was taken at 
M iam i’s airport. 


It's 
anybody's

how 
much cocaine slips through 
undetected here and elsewhere. 


Just last month. 170 pounds of 
co/ame were confiscated by 
Customs agents in Tampa who 
were watching a banana boat 
which had arrived from Colom­ 
bia. .Agents said the cache was 
worth $39 million, one of the 
largest seizures on record. 


“Drug 
imports. 
mostly 
cocaine, are on the increase.” 
said Howard Ford, director of 
Customs’ airport operations in 
Miami. “ We have no estimate 
on how much is getting by. but 
we could make more seizures if 
we had more personnel.” 


In the first five months of this 
year. Customs inspectors at 
Miami International confiscated 
166 pounds of cocaine, a power­ 
ful stimulant which drug ex­ 
perts say is not physically ad­ 
dictive. Cocaine, made from the 
leaves of the coca bush, is often 
called 
the 
“ Champagne 
of 
Drugs," because of its high 
market price and p o p u la rity 
among some rock musicians 
and jet-setters. 


“ Every conceivable way to 
smuggle drugs has been tried,” 


said Rill Norsworthy. an airport 
supervisor for the federal Drug 
Enforcement 
Administration, 
whose agents take over inves­ 
tigations after the initial arrest. 


Mules have carried drugs in­ 
side fishing rods, aerosol cans, 
book covers, tennis racquets, 
false-bottomed suitcases, diving 
tanks and children's toys. They 
have carried liquified cocaine in 
seemingly unopened liquor bot­ 
tles 


More 
dangerously, 
mules 
have truxl to avoid detection by 
swallowing packets of cocaine 
or inserting them into body 
cavities. 


In the last two months, four 
mules have died when their 
body 
acids 
destroyed 
the 
packrets and released the drug 
into 
their 
system.

But the lure of great profit 
attracts many willing to take 
the risks. 


Most of the cocaine smuggled 
into the United States comes 
from Colombia and Peru. Per­ 
sons agreeing to serve as mules 
can earn $5,IKK) aside from an 
expenses-paid trip for several 
days to South America. 


Those who hire the mules are 
playing for bigger stakes. A 
$10.000 investment for 97 per 
cent pure cocaine can be mul­ 
tiplied 32 times — returning 
$320.000 — after it has been 
transported 
and 
its 
purity 
reduced to about 12 per cent for 
street sales, a drug official said.

Customs inspectors and DEA 
agents say there is no stereotype 
for a mule. Drugs have been 
found on the young and old, 
affluent and poor, businessman 
and diplomat. 


Officials say that arrested 
mules most often show little 
remorse or fear of prison sen­ 
tences. 


“Once they are caught, they 
accept it," said Customs ins­ 
pector Jomn Ryan. “ And they 
seem to be well informed about 
what will happen to them. One 
man I caught wasn't a bit 
alarmed and said he was con­ 
fident of his chances under the 
judicial system.” 


Detection is not an easy chore. 
At M iam i 
International, 
U/2 
million 
passengers 
pass 
through Customs checks each 
year — it takes an alert inspec­ 
tor to spot a mule and convince 
a superior to allow a detailed 
search. 


Inspector Dale O’Connor no­ 
ticed that a passenger carrying 
two air tanks used by divers was 
carrying no other diving equip­ 
ment and didn't have a tan. 


"He was very friendly and 
even helped me open the tanks. 
They were filled with drugs," 
O'Connor said.

Winwood, recalls a stranger 
case. “ One of our men noticed 
that

wheelchair used by a deformed 
midget was thicker than other 
wheelchairs. When we inspected 
the chair s padding, it was filled 
with cocaine.”

mules. Roberto Gueudet, 57, 
and his 42-year-old wife. Doris, 
had cocaine in their luggage. So 
did Maria Jose Santos, 27, Rosa 
Mouchard.

They were all caught 
carrying a total of 47 pounds of 
illegal drugs. 


—A 63-year-old retired Bor- 
gota nurse, Maria del Carmen 
de Garzón, was arrested when 
she arrived from Colombia.

“ The mule is the beginning 
for D EA ,” said Irv Weinstein, 
the agency’s assistant regional 
director. “ Customs makes the 
seizures. From there, we make 
our investigation ... to bring in 
the conspirators.”

Clark Building North Carolina Axle Plant 


BUCHANAN — Clark Equipment Company announced Tuesday 
that the axle division of its general product group will build a 
400,000-square-foot manufacturing plant near Statesville, N.C., at 
the junction of Interstate Highway 1-40 and 1-77. The new plant, 
scheduled for completion in 1977. will fabric ate planetary axles for 
off-highway vehicles, such as construction and mining equipment. 


The manufacturing facility will consist of fabrication and as­ 
sembly operation covering 380.000-square-feet and a 20,000- 
square-fexit office building on a 95-acre site. The new plant is ex- 


pected to employ 400 persons by 1978, with most of them coming 
from the Statesville area. Construction is scheduled to begin im­ 
mediately. No cost estimates are being released. 


Currently, Clark builds its line of off-highway planetary axles in 
Buchanan. This operation will continue, according to Nelson R. 
Henry, group vice president. Growth in the axle industry is 
forecast to continue in recent years. The company has had to put 
axle customers on allocation. The new plant is expected to 
alleviate this situation, and provide necessary capacity for the 
anticipated upsurge in demand. Architects for the Statesville plant 


are L. B. Smith and Ass&iate of Monroe, N.C.. a subsidiary of 
Dickerson, Inc. 


In addition to axles, the general products group manufactures 
transmissions and the Melroe line of skid-steer loaders and 
agriculture products. In 
1975, this group accounted for 
approximately one-third of Clark’s $1.4 billion dollars of sales 
volume. Clark Equipment Company, headquartered in Buchanan, 
also is a major producer of material handling equipment and 
construction machinery.

SOUTH HAVEN - Contend­ 
ing that the Indiana & Michigan 
Electric company is trying to 
put municipal electric utilities 
out of business, the South Haven 
city council last night "relu c­ 
tantly” approved a 40 [x-r cent 
increase in rate's charged its 
electric customers. 


The* increase is needed to 
balance a 05 per cent hike in the 
rate I&M sells |x»we>r to the city. 
City officials sa> the increase 
will allow ihe>m to maintain 
their gross profit pattern of 
recent years. 


‘‘It is obvious that l&M is 
trying to put its wholesale c us­ 
tomers out of business.” said 
second ward alderman Joseph 
Seiler. 


The city has been able to ke-e'p

charge'd by private utilities, but 
the* most recent hike is expected 
to bring the city within or 
perhaps a little above what re­ 
tail customers of l&M and Con­ 
sumers Power company are 
paying. 
Tile councilmen were also c ri­ 
tical of the Federal Power com­ 
mission for allowing l&M to 
implement the new 
higher 
rates on a te'inporary basis 
without public hearings.
